New York, Mareh 11.—The splen- 
dor of the days of Canfield, the fa- 
mous gambler for whom the game of 
solitaire was named, has gone from 


the gambling houses of New York. 

In its place has come a shoddy 
atmosphere, more feverish perhaps, 
since the stakes now run higher than 
in the old days, but lacking that touch 
of “gentility,” of ornateness, which 
characterized the business of separat- 
ing the unwary from his bank roll a 
score of years ago. 

The gambling houses, against which 
District Attorney Banton and Po- 
lice Commissioner McLaughlin are 
directing their temporarily successful 
‘campaign, are no longer the splendid- 
‘ly decorated establishments such as 
'those in which the late Reggie Van- 
‘derbilt and many another wealthy 
'New Yorker was “taken.” 

No Evening Dress. 


Evening dress no longer is required. 
'Tiveried menials, proferring cham- 


pagne and pate de fois gras, belong 
to the gambling of the past. 


New York’s gambling houses now 
run principally to the “old army 
game” of “craps” and the scientific 
study of stud poker. Lloulette is 
largely a thing of the past, except 
when a “sucker” is in tow. Half a 
dozen houses still have _ roulette 
wheels, gathering dust in some neg- 
lected spot until a tout brings in a 
“big butter and egg man” ambitious 
for a “flutter.” ' 

Perhaps the most famous gambling 
place in New York still operating is 
located just north of the “roaring 
forties,” that section of the metropolis 
sometimes known as the “gay white 
way.” Two heavy steel doors bar the 
entrance, unless one is properly intro- 
duced. 

Less attention than in the old days 
is paid to the entertainment of pa- 
trons, but there still is whisky and 
sandwiches to be had for the asking, 
and a majority of the gambling houses 
are run in conjunction with a well- 
equipped bar.

Washington, March 11.—Should

.Argentine exports for the week 
were estimated at 2,849,000 bushels, 
or nearly 200,000 bushels less than 
the previous week, and compared with 
4.522.000 bushels Iast year. The 
Black Sea cleared 552,000 bushels for 
the week, of which 352,000 bushels 
were from Russia. New crop futures 
were under pressure with houses that 
led the buying Tuesday active on the 
selling side. Cash premiums in the 
leading western and _ northwestern 
markets were firmer. 

Trade in corn was not large with 
a local operator who were active on 
the buying side on Tuesday credited 
with taking profits. Trade was large- 
ly of a local character and fluctua- 
tions were due mainly to pit opera- 
tions. Cash’ basis was steady at 2 
cents higher with a slow eastern de- 
mand. Argentine acreage is official- 
ly estimated at 10,631,000, the largest 
on record, but about 25 per cent of 
area planted will return a small crop, 
serious damage having occurred in 
February. Oats had a range of 3-8- 
cent with a limited trade. A little 
export business was put through in 
rye at the seaboard, but interest in 
futures was limited.
